Thanks for your orders in 1947 and hope we may be favored with them again. The 
growing season for 1947 was a little out of the ordinary, being cool and wet until the 13th of 
July, then it turned off very hot and dry until August 19th when we had rain again. 
The old saying, “All is well that ends well” sure-holds true for last season as we harvested 
plenty of very good, large and jumbo bulbs which are going to the early orders. 


We usually go to a few Glad shows in the midwest and have always taken home a few 
blue ribbons but this year we did our very best we brought home two of those very beau- 
tiful big orange rosette ribbons put out by the N.A.G.C. One was for champion spike at 
Sioux City. This was Oregon Rose the other was won by Spic and Span at the Albert Lea 
show. We also won champion 3 spikes at Sioux City with Oregon Rose and Spic and Span 
was also 3-spike champion at Albert Lea. This I believe is quite a record for the same 
variety to win single and 3-spike at the same show. 


All stock state inspected. All bulbs fumigated with Cyanogas—sure death to thrip.

Two New Miniatures 

We are proud to present two distinctly new glads in Bo-Peep and Twinkles. These are 
small flowered miniatures, with heavily ruffled florets of attractive form and color. 

It is not an overstatement to say that a basket of these miniatures at the great show in 
Binghampton, N. Y., was the centre of attraction and literally “stole the show”. Everyone 
who saw them expressed a desire to purchase bulbs, and on every side you could hear 
people saying that for the first time they had found some small flowering varieties which 
they really liked and which were beautiful. 


BO-PEEP (Sdlg. 40041) (Crinklette x Mibloom) 


Buff pink with a yellowish throat faintly dusted red. Very early, deeply ruffled and 
of heavy substance. Grows to a height of about 40” with 17”-18” flowerheads that carry 
16-17 buds of which 5-6 open at once informally arranged. Florets are 3” wide. Most 
attractive in form and color and an ideal glad for florists’ use.

TWINKLES (Sdlg. 40371) (Harlekin x Crinklette) 


Dark orange pink on the outer petals with a deep yellow centre on which are reddish 
lines. A very attractive color. Early, deeply ruffled and of heavy substance. Averages 
36-38 inches in height with 16”-18” flowerheads. 17-18 buds of which 5-7 florets open at 
once usually but not always well arranged. A fine garden variety as it is a sturdy grower 
and large bulbs give many spikes. 

This variety has created a sensation whenever it has been shown, and visitors to our 
gardens pick it out as their favorite. Both this variety and Bo-Peep are something really 
different, and from them are likely to emanate some really fine miniatures.

D.D.T. 


We used D.D.T. to great advantage this past growing season and would recommend 
this method of thrip control for every one. A 3% or a 5% D.D.T. dust should be used. 
Can be used in a dust gun that will make a good dust fog. You can dust at any time of day 
and be sure to start your dusting when plants are 6 to 8 inches high. Dust every week to 
ten days until the blooms begin to appear. 


D.D.T. can also be used as a storage dust. After you have cleaned your bulbs put each 
variety in a paper sack and shake the dust into the bulbs. The dust goes a long ways 
about one ounce to one bushel of bulbs. The dust is to be left on the bulbs all winter. 


Keep your clean dusted bulbs in a cool place with a temperature of about 40 degrees. 


BULBLETS 


When getting a start in the new varieties one may buy bulblets because this is the 
most economical way to get a few of the many new ones that are now on the market. The 
best way to get good germination and extra good growth as to plant and bulb is to peel 
them. This is done by pressing the bulblets between two fingers until it cracks then peel 
off the hard husk. After you have taken this protective husk off care should be taken not 
to injure the tiny bulb. Keep them cool and in a storage that has plenty of humidity.
